CONCERTS IN BELGIOM 


The "Erik Banks" (Bound For Glory's first singer who was shot by SHARP s in Par -.land, C- 
memorial concert held January 1st in Detroit was a great success. With a 7 band line-u 
it was a good start to the new year. Over 200 people showed up, which is a good si. 
turnout for the area. People came up from Texas, New Jersey, Chicago, Montreal, etc... 


The Canadian band "Aryan" (London) opened up, then followed by fellow Canadians Involve 
Patriots" (Ottawa), next were "Aggravated Assault" (New Jersey) and then "White Piot’ 

(Toronto). It seems their 
bassist wasn't allowed to 
cross the border , so the 
bass player for Rahowa 
filled in. The singer for 
"Rahowa" (Toronto) also got 
detained crossing the 
border, so the crowd and t 
rest of the band did the 
singing. "Max Resist" 
(Detroit) blasted away the 
set with 2 new band member? 
replacing their old drummer 
and bassist. 

With the show in full swir: 
and ahead of schedule^ Sou- 
For Glory took the stage a' 
took over the show. Playin': 
for over 90 minutes, they 
introduced some new mater i- 
as well as requests. Bou' 
For Glory's singer Joel exclaimed that it was one of their best shows ever. No figh 
occurred, it was truly a moving and spirited event. 


Belgium seems to have 
^become the hotspot for 
concerts. Both the 
Anti -Her os (see photo) 
and The Business played 
here in January and 
both gigs went OK. The 
Anti-Heros enjoyed 
playing Belgium after 
having been forced to 
play in leftie clubs 
all over Germany. The 
Ian Stuart memorial on 
the 26th of February 
(with 5£me Colonne, 

Noie Werte, Celtic 
Warrior and Squadron) 
was stopped after 1 
song because of 
massive fights between 
skins. Last band that 
played Belgium was Cock 
Sparrer on March 12th.

j r , til a c Duple of years age, there were hardly any Oi! gigs in Belgium which was really 
too bad, because a lot Dispeople were interested in the Oil scene and they always had to 
travel abroad if they wanted to see any concerts. We wanted to do something about this 
=nd decided to organise gigs, ourselves. That's how "Live & Loud" was born. 

The first band we booked was Condemned 64 , which was when the problems started too, as 
finding a venue for an Oi! gig is really difficult. After a long and weary search, we 
found a venue in Bruges. The owners of the place didn't care anyway because the place was 
goinc to be demolished. Condemned 84 was great, but the organisation could have been a 
lot better: there were problems with the P.A., the amps, the security and there was a 
fight after the gig. But, we learnt from our mistakes! 

About 6 months later, we were back with another Oi! gig, with 2 bands this time: Close 
Shave and Section 5. We also had a bigger and better hall and a much tighter security. 
And although the gio was trouble-free, we were banned from there for good. Local people 
wB nt oaranoid, they said skinheads were roaming the streets causing trouble, which is a 
lot of crap! Because of this we got into trouble with the law. This really discouraged 
us, but it didn't put us off for good. Because of all the bad publicity we had received, 
we* found ourselves unable to find another venue in our area. We tried looking a little 
further, but as soon as people found out it was a skinhead gig they backed out. 

A few years later we met up with some skins from Leuven who helped us out. They were able 
to get us some decent venues and helped us out organising the gigs. So we were back 
a-ain, and back to stay this time! We started again last summer and because that gig went 
really well, we decided to keep on organising Oil gigs ibn the future. The next one will 
take place on the 26th of march and will feature Section 5, Another Man's Poison, our 
lo^al heroes The Pride and The Herberts from France. Because of the usual troubles we had 
lost our venue in Leuven and had to look for a new venue again, which we found in Beernem 
this time, only 2 weeks before the actual concert. 

For this summer, we are planning a big Oil festival with some major names, so look out 
for that. Remember, as long as the gigs remain trouble-free we’ll carry on. It all 
depends on you !

positive activities of "Live 4 Loud" and their gigs. We wish them the best for future 
their projects! 

Have you already played any gigs and which bands would you like to gig with? 

We played with a mod/beat band with our first line-up, but we've only played one real gic 
with "Plastic Gangsters", "Force De Frappe" and the legendary "An ti-Pa tik" . In fact, we 
missed a lot of good offers because of the line-up problems we had in the beginning. We

Where are all the French Ci 1 bands? 

There aren t any Oi ! bands in France anymore, only RAC bands, who by the way manage tc 

play more often than us because they organise gigs amongst themselves. They have thei' 

own sound which has little to do with ours. We like some English RAC bands, especial 1, 
the old ones, but we have little in common with their music and ideas, because we alsc 
like ska, reggae and some soul, but above all Oi ! and streetpunk because that's what fit? 
our attitude best: parties, causing trouble, drinking, fooling around, being workinr 
class, patriotism, rock'n'roll,... 

How would you explain the fact that the French scene isn't anymore what it once has been? 

There s too much bullshit going on, too many clans, too many divisions, too much 

politics, too many stupid rumours,... Some people bust their asses trying to get 
something done such as producing records, making fanzines etc... and they still recognize 
themselves in the real values of the skinhead movement and they'll grow old with that 
particular spirit, but some others have nothing better to do than cause troubles withir 
the scene. At one point we thought we could start something good and change the mentality 
in our scene, but now we only care about our own ideas and those of our friends. When we 
look at the Oi! revival worldwide, we really think the French scene is sleeping on the 
remains of it's glorious past and that that's not about to change soon. 

Anything to add? * 

Cheers to Sarra and Pure Impact and to those who support us and those who keep the faith 
in spite of all that happens.

Puerto Rico scene report

The Puerto Rican skinhead movement started around 1987 and has been growing constantly 

since, to a 
number of over 
70 skinheads 
on the island. 

In 1988 the terr 

c.p.p.r. 

(Cabezas de Pie 
de Puerto Rico, 
skinheads of 
Puerto Rico) wa c . 
introduced and 
all skinheads 
were united 
under that 
banner, with th-: 
same goals and 
ideals. The mair 
ideal is the 
love and honour 
we feel for our 
country and 
which we 
represent by 
striving for 
liberty anc 



nationalism. All this because the 
Puerto Rican people have been suffering 
repression, oppression and death for 
400 years from Spain and now for almost 
100 years from the USA. We want to 
cease being strangers in our own land. 
We will fight until death to get our 
nationality, values, liberty and honour 
of our nation back. 

C.P.P.R. is opposed to racism and 
fascism, but there is also a small 
group believed to be affiliated to the 
National Front or other right-wing 
organizations . 

In 1989, the first band composed of 
Puerto Rican sl^ins emerged. They were 
called "Abuso legal" (legal abuse) and 
played hardcore and some punk. Later, 
in 1990, other bands started playing, 
like "Golpe Justo" (justified hit) who 
played New York-style hardcore, 
"Dunderheads" who^played Oi, punk and 
ska, "Resistenc ia" who played hardcore, 
Oi and ska and "Union de Defensa" who 
played Oi and some ska. 

The next year saw the appearance of the 
first original Oi band completely 
composed of C.P.P.R. 's called "Al-Ras" 
(Close Shave) and also the first real

Jnbel ievcble but true, we've cot a new band in Belgium and finally one that could get 
somewhere. They made an appearance at last year's "Live and loud" festival and not 
ir, noticed. The 2nd week of March saw the release of their first EP , which is also the 
irst Belgian skinhead record ever. Read on to find out more about them.

[he Pride consists of Chris (26 years old) on bass who is an ordinary factory worker, 

: teve (25) on ouitar and vocals who spends his days drivino around in a truck and then

I t wasn ' t a 
sudden change, we 
didn't just 
decide to change 
it all. Over the 
last couple of 
years we slowly 
got integrated in 
the local skin- 
head .scene. We 
got more and more 
into Oi! as it 
has* more power 
and melody than 

most punk bands around. The reason why the name change came about is because The 
Mushrooms sounded a bit silly for a skinhead band and after all the bad publicity we had 
received we decided it would be better to bury that name in a box of memories. A pity for 
all those who spread rumours about the band and wanted to break us down. Their hate 
campaigns weren't much of a success and on the contrary it made us tougher and wiser . 

You already put out a 7" with the Mushrooms. How have the reactions to it been ^_ 

In another interview, we stated it wasn't worth listening to. That's a mistake, because 
thanks to that 7” we can see how our sound has progressed. There were 4 straightforward 
punks songs on it and it sold about 500 copies, which is not bad for a Belgian punk band. 
We do t very positive reactions at first, but with the different direction the band chose, 
all hell broke loose, we got bad press, arguments and even death threats. Some of the 
punks who stayed loyal were asked to sabotage The Pride, or else...! Keep the faith 
Moors lede punx! 

Which bands have you played with as The Mushrooms? . 

We did tons of gigs «ith bands Jike Blitz, Red Alert, UK Sabs, Splodge, Klasse Krimmale, 
Funeral Dress and many more. Nice memories! 

How did you like the "Live & Loud" gig you played w ith C lose Shave. Were you pleased wi th 

the crowd's reaction to you r performance? . 

"Live and loud" gig was the best thing that happened to us last year and we think, no 
we're sure, that everybody who was present enjoyed themselves. It was a trouble free gig 
which was one of the major reasons of it's success. We got the crowd going because we had 
put *=ome Qi classics in our then unknown set. Everybody could sing along, and so they 
did. The reactions have been very positive and the biggest surprise for us was when Lurch 
of Close Shave asked Steve to sing along to "We're coming back". What a night... Oi

Let's hope it'll take place without problems, because it's very hard to find a place 
play (and hold on to it). We're very anxious to support Section 5, they are one of o>_ 
favourites ! 

What's the bands relation to the guys behind "Live & Loud"? 

First of all, we live in the same city and support the same football team (very importar 
for Sarra, the football nut, one of the guys of "Live & loud"). Bieze decided to manac 
the band for a couple of years, which is great, because he and Nick have the contacts + 
put us on the way for gigs outside Belgium (hopefully at least). 

You just put out a 7" as The Pride. How did that come about and are you pleased with th 

resu 1 t? 

Resumed in a couple of words, these are the joys of Oi!. Great day in the studio wit 
lots of beer 
(coke for some, 
ha ha) and a bag 
full of cheese- 
burgers. Great 
fun ! Something we 
have ask the 
strange bloke who 
helped us out on 
backing vocals: 

"Were you singing 
or what?". The 
result sounded 
very promising, 
but it is up to 
you lot to like 
it or not.

There are no plans yet, but if the EP does well, it won't take too long to put an albu 
together. We are looking for a good deal, but at the moment we stick with Streetwis 
Records. We practise as often as we can and work on new material. What we would like t 
achieve? Well, bands came and went and never broke through. We hope and will, with you 
support, put Belgium back on the map.

And just to ru sa m e 
wounds . we watched a band called Comrade, who we were told had a new line up and no 
political overtones. Bollocks! But we did enjoy watching them get pulled oft .By the time 
our guitars plugged in and rearing to go we enjoyed playing to the SKINHEADS that wanted 
to see us plav and have supported us in the past. Some watched, some had a lark about and 
shouted along' to some songs, this is what we like to see and are about and we d like to 
thank them skinheads and hope to see you when we come back. 

Is it hard for you to get gigs? . 

Finding gigs in England is no real hassle, either Steve finds a pub that don t mind 
playing host or someone within the scene putting us on in the local. Europe is harder 
with a lack of contacts. 

Wh v has there been a change in the band' s line-up? 

Darran and Dave left the band as they just wanted to play live and enjoy themselves as 

you do. Belgium last year 
was the last straw for 
them. They got sick of the 
complications of the 
political division in the 
skinhead cult and the 
simplicity and fun of the 
days of the garden shed had 
gone for them. We were 
sorry to see them go, but 
they still come and support 
us at local gigs. We now 
have Ash on drums, George 
on rhythm guitar and we 
have been busy writing 
songs for the new album. 

I * ve heard you '11 be 
recording that debut album 

soon. Could you tell 
something more about it? 

It's on Helen Of Oi 
Records, it's a ten track 
album called " 'ows about 
that then!" We will be 
recording it early March 
and it should be out early 
April. Some of the new 
titles pencilled in are: "Stick to your guns", "Working museum", "Greed surrounds", 
"Stiff upper lip", "Happiness is a loan", a revamped version of "Selling out" and a 
couple we're still writing and of course "'ows about that". 

Are you pleased with the A tracks on "Oi ! the new br eed.:? y ^ 

After mistakes made on previous recordings we are all very happy with the tracks. 

What are vour favourite bands, present and oast? And what do you think about all t he 

stuff that' s being re-released? Shouldn't the ne w bands get priority? 

Present: Boisterous, Pressure 28, Argy Barg^ Blank Generation, Straw Dogs and 

Braindance. Past: The Business, Cockney Rejects, ‘♦-Skins, Last Resort,... 

You can look at the old stuff being re-released 8 ways. One is that a lot of Oi and punk 
would be lost forever as the CD makes a move on vinyl, and the money from the sale is 
used to promote the new stuff like what Step 1 is doing. The other way being that for 
example a CD re-release by an old band sells well and the next thing is that they do a 
couple of gigs and pack them out to capacity crowds at venues unobtainable to the new 
bands and yet not enough new bands get the support slots. As for getting priority, we 
have to earn respect, just like the bands before us and we don't expect preferential 
trea tmen t . 



Closing comments? 

We do a lot of interviews nowadays and it's good to see a fanzine ask some questions 
which are reporting news on the Oi scene and A.M.P. which coincides with an event coming 
up. So cheers to Pete and Nick "Live & loud". Look forward to seeing you all m March.

GAROTOS PDDRES 


And we continue our investiga tions in the Brazilian scene with Garotos Podres, the 
longest going Brazilian Oi ! band who just released their third album. All questions were 
answered by Mau except where stated. Thanks to the band and Glauco for the interview! The 
photo on this page was taken from their "Pisando na m . . . " album. 



Could you oive a short introduction to the band? 

Garotos Podres means Rotten Kids in English, Chicos Podridos in Spanish, Monelli Putridi 
in Italian and Gosses Pourris in French. We formed in 1982, and the line-up since 1984 

ias been Mau on vocals, Mauro on guitar, Sukata 
Dn bass and Portugues on drums. Our discography 
zonsist of "Mais podres do que nunca" LP (Rotter 
than ever) in '85, "Pior que antes” LP (Worse 
than before) in '88, "Cangoes para ninar" LP/CD 
(Cradle-songs) in '93 and 2 songs on the Ataque 
Sonoro compilation LP in '85. 

It's been 5 years since your last album. Did the 

band break up in the meantime or was it just a 

period without any releases? 

Ale released our second LP in 1988 and planned to 
release our third one in 1990, but Brazil fell 
into a terrible financial crisis after the 
inauguration of Fernando Col lor de Mello 
(Fernandinho Viadinho, Ferdinand the queer) as 
president. All the indie labels went bankrupt, 
and the majors put their releases on hold. That's 
why our third album only came out at the end of ** 
1993. Between '89 and '93 we playpd some gigs 
around the country and took part in a short movie 
called Rota ABC. 

How would you define yourselves as a band? Careca * 

(Brazilian skin). Oi , punk....? 

I think we're influenced by punk rock and by the 
early Oi bands. 

Do you agree when I say your music has evolved 

over the years from a quite punky style over Oi 

to more Oi/rock now with the last album? 

I don't know. I only noticed that the quality of 
the recording changed from the first to the third 
LP. 

Why was your 1st album “Mais podres do que nunca” 

later re-released as a limited edition under the 

name "Pisando na m..."? 

At that time, we were on the Sup Lorn label, which 
didn't meet our expectations. So one day we 
entered the label's office with our boots covered 
with shit (yes, excrements). Inexplicably, the 
label's managers didn't like that too much and 
they decided to re-release our first LP , without 
our knowledge, with a different cover and title, 
"Pisando na m . . . " (Stepping on shit. All this in 
order to damage our career and to make profit on 
our expense. Quite a low thing to do, don't you 
think? 

Garotos Podres and politics? Just soc io-cr i tica 1 ? 

Aren't there any problems due to the opposing 
political beliefs of some of the bang - members? 


I think we do more than just be soc io-cr i tica 1 . We're all strongly involved in the 
proletarian, suburbian scene of the ABC Paulista (industrial outskirts of Sao Paulo 
City). Of course there are political disagreements between us, but we always reach a 
consensus, which is what we need to keep playing together. 


What's the band's stance on anarchy? You've pot a sono called “Anarkia Qi“, 2 concepts 

which don't seem compatible. What is the song about? 

I personally believe that, although anarchy is obsolete as a political solution, it's an 
interesting response to certain social problems, 
particularly as a way of criticism of the 
author i ties .. 

How has the Brazilian / Sao Paulo scene evolved 

over those 12 years the band has been going? 

(Portugues) At first it was one and the same 
thing, one movement gathering punks, skins, 
blacks and whites. Later, the punks disappeared 
and the carecas subdivided themselves into 
different factions. Our audience has become 
less " tribal” in Sao Paulo, but is still very 
careca in other states of the country. 

Your songs cover a wide range of topics. Which 

do you feel strongest about? 

Usually, they deal with political and social 
problems which we feel strongly about. 

Sometimes we're serious and sometimes we scoff 
at our own misery. I (Mau) particularly like 
songs like "Fernandinho viadinho" , a kick in 
the teeth of our ex-president Col lor. 

Has Garotos Podres managed to play a lot of 

shows recently? As Garotos Podres has become 

somewhat of an established name, did it become 

any easier to find concerts to play? 

Unfortunately we haven’t played too many shows. 

There are very few places that will put us on, 
because they're still prejudiced against us. 

They're scared of riots, fights, the police, 
etc... because of the presence of carecas at 
our gigs. 

Your drummer. Portuoues. went to the "Dezembro Oil** festival. How did he like it? 

(Portugu?s) I went to the gig to see new bands from other states like Bandeira De Combats 
from Bahia. Our band didn't play because we weren't invited. We have little in common 
with the actual careca scene and the festival promoters know that. 

Do you all listen to a lot of foreign bands too? Do you still follow what's going on in 

the scene worldwide, with all the new bands, etc...? 

We still listen to the punk bands of the late 70 's and the skunk/Oi bands of the early 
80's. Well, seemingly, time has stood still for us since. 

Any closing comments? 

We're interested in releasing something in Europe and, if possible, in playing some gigs 
there.

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NEWS FROM THE FRONT 


Did you know that Chris Skepis, Cock Sparrer's guitarist after Garrie Lammin left and wht 
played on their first LP and also on Link's "Live & loud" LP is in fact Brazilian ancJ 
lives in Sao Paulo. When he returned to Sao Paulo in 1987 he wanted to "reform" Cock 
Sparrer there with local musicians, but they decided to go under the name Sabotage. He is 
now the singer and guitarist in a local band called Pitbulls On Crack. Skepis is a Greek 
surname and his father was in fact the Greek consul in Sao Paulo. He now runs a 
publishing house which owns the rights of the Cock Sparrer songs! 
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In Sweden, Ultima Thule is getting more and more popular all the time, 
but also more controversial. They received a gold record for their 
album "For Faderneslandet" which sold over 50,000 copies. Their 
new album "Vikingaba 1 k" has probably reached gold too in the 
meantime. The last info we got was of ^7,000 copies sold. For 
, "Vikingaba Ik” they struck a distribution deal EMI, but EMI has 
1 / chickened out since because of the possible political tendencies 
J j °f band. The whole thing gave the band the idea to cover the 
Sex Pistols song EMI, but nothing has been decided yet. Ultima 
hule released a new mini-CD in March, but we haven't got any more 
info on that one yet. 


Sledgehammer and Ouka are supposed to tour 
Western Japan. After the tour, Sledgehammer plan 
to record their first LP. There's also a new 
band in Tokyo called Raiya. It seems a lot of 
new Di bands are popping up in Osaka and most of 
them have plans for releases in the near future. 


The next release to come out on Vulture Rock 
round May is an Oxblood / Templars split EP , 
then Cannons from Japan. There's other stuff 
planned by German. French and American groups 
too, but nothing definite yet. The Straw Dogs 
single which Vulture Rock was supposed to put 
out has been passed on to Krowbar Records who 
have released it in the meantime (see record 
reviews). Krowbar Records have been asked by 
Bound For Glory if they wanted to put out a 
single, but that has yet to be worked out with 
Resistance records where Bound For Glory have 
signed. Krowbar Records might release a single 
by Celtic Dawn though because it doesn't look 
like Rebel les Europ£ens is ever going to put out 
the L° which they recorded a long time ago 
already.

Condemned '84 have apparently changed their drummer again. The new one is called Wayne. 
And also in England, all RAC bands have decided to quit Rock-O-Rama and signed to I.S.D. 
Records (Ian Stuart Donaldson Records). The first release out now is Skrewdr iver ' s "Hail 
victory" album and future releases include Celtic Warrior and English Rose. 

Resistance Records time! Because of the huge success of their newsletter, they have 
decided to replace i.t by the Resistance Magazine (see ad for more specific information). 
On the musical side, they just signed the newly formed Mid town Bootboys ! They have a new 

vocalist that will temporarily replace Chris until he is 
out of jail, and RIP and Tony are back together on bass 
and guitar. Resistance Records also has plans to co- 
sponsor a project with Phoenix Industries, a new 
Ca 1 iforn ia-based white power label, for a 17 band tribute 
to Ian Stuart, with close to 70 minutes of music, and 
about 25 songs on one CD. The CD will come complete with 
a 12-page booklet with pictures of Ian Stuart and a short 
biography on his life. The CD is to be entitled "The 
flame that never dies", the name of a song that Ian 
Stuart wrote himself and gave to No Remorse that will 
appear on the CD. Most bands will perform covers of their 
favourite Skrewdriver songs, and some will perform 
originals. Just some of the bands (unconfirmed) 
participating will be Bound For Glory, Aryan, Rival,

The statement of the year was made by the Spanish label Rata-ta tata in the "White rider" 
-'anzine. When asked if their records also sold abroad, they answered the following: "Many 
records have been sold in England, Portugal, France, Belgium, Sweden, Germany and Sweden. 
But it's not our goal to sell a lot of records abroad and make a lot of money. Our only 
goal is the Spanish Revolution and the triumph of our flags over the powers that have 
restrained our sovereignty. England: enemy past, today and probably tomorrow. Portugal: 
we want it's re-incorporation. France: it's stupidity is legendary. Belgium: where s 
that, we reclaim Spanish sovereignty over the Low Countries (Holland and Belgium - 
ed .) ... this goes for nearly all the countries.

DAS REICH Triumph of the will (White Terror) tttt 

This without any doubt one of the best records reviewed in this issue, even though it looked a little silly with the "nazi-er 
than thee’ imagery: the band name, the German soldier on the cover and the "Fahne hoch" intro. But after that first impression 
you get some powerful, yet melodic and singalong, songs blown in your face, most of them with a strong hardcore influence. 

TIGHT BACK FOR THE RISING SUN (Dim) tttt 

A Jap compilation made in Europe and for once with nothing but unreleased songs, and also some new bands. The record opens with 
3 killer tracks of Oi veterans Eastern Youth. Then you get Growl Strike and Cannons who are OK, 
and the record finishes with 2 new bands, Aggro Knuckle and Kabuto, who each deliver an 
excellent song. 

LA FORCE E5T DE RETOUR (Empire) tt 

Record put out by the French JNR, a political skinhead organisation, it opens with a speech (in 
French) by the cn ly still living SS-generai, specially recorded for this CD. The bands 9£me 
Panzer Syaphonie and Action Dissidente, with 3 songs each, aren't bad. Action Dissidente plays 
faster RAC with a HC-touch. But after that, the musical quality goes downhill with Rapport De 
Force which is still listenable, but Axe, the band that closes off this CD is nothing more than 
a bad attempt to play thrash-metal . 

MIDSARDS BbNER Sverige vikinqaland (Last Resort) tttt 
Buperb band with 2 pure viking-rock songs in Ultima Thule style and 2 punkier songs. The first 2 are in Swedish, the latter 2 in 
tng;ish. . t s incredibly good for a first record, and the band has an interesting line-up too, consisting of punks and skins.
